What Beidleman Really 
Thinks About Pinchot 


Gifford Pinchot, according to Edward E. Beidleman, Lieutenant 
Governor, is an apostate Republican, a lily-white reformer and a 
salary grabber. 
Beidleman called Pinchot these things and more 
in Harrisburg May 6, last. 
Saturday night he presided at a Pin- 
chot meeting in Harrisburg and addressed the candidate for Gov­ 
ernor. 
The speech of Beidleman last May as circulated for publication 
just prior to the opening of the meeting at the Penn-Harris reads: 
“The story of Pinchot and his salary grab are almost too well 
known to repeat. 
The facts are these: 
When Pinchot was named 
to head the State Forestry Department in 1920, the salary of that 
office was $5000 per year. 
This is not a sum of money calculated 
to interest a man of boundless wealth. 
Consequently, it was not 
long after he assumed office until Mr. Pinchot complained to Gov­ 
ernor Sproul that this wa! insufficient. 
“The Governor approved submission of a bill to the Legislature 
increasing the amount to $8000 a year. 
The bill was passed and 
became a law, but under the Constitution Pinchot could not re­ 
ceive the increase because it is forbidden to increase the pay of 
certain officials during their terms of office. 
“How was this restriction avoided? 
Very easily. 
On May 31, 
1921, Pinchot resigned his job. 
On June 1,1921, Governor Sproul 
reappointed him at the new salary of $8000 per^vear. 
This lily­ 
white reformer now says that he was not thinking of himself, but 
of future foresters—and yet, despite his own huge fortune and 
that of his wife, he stooped to this sort of procedure for the to- 
him triffling sum of $3000 per year. 
“But Mr. Pinchot is continually careless of the State’s funds. 
It was his bright idea to bond the Commonwealth in the sum of 
$25,000,000 for more tree planting. This was at the time the 
people of Pennsylvania were demanding that something be con­ 
tinued which would be of real and immediate benefit—the exten­ 
sion of the State highway system. 
“How can Republicans of Pennsylvania support this man? 
How 
has it been possible for him to delude a few of the people? 
Are 
the women of his pink -tea cabinet aware of his position regard­ 
ing the Republican party? 
“Mr. Pinchot inherited three fortunes and married a fourth. 
They say that ‘money attracts money.’ 
Is that the reason why 
women with millions of dollars are back of Pinchot 
Are the 
rank and file of women of Pennsylvania—the house-wives, the 
girls who work for a living in offices and stores, to be led astray 
by the society machine which has palatial 
headquarters in ex­ 
clusive hotels w^ere the bellboys’ uniforms match the draperies 
and tea with lemon is served at 4? 
The leaders of fashion say 
that Mr. Pinchot is an ideal candidate. 
They have discarded the 
old-time band-wagon for a Rolls-Royce, and the torchlight gives 
way to a blaze of jewels.
